Rec  Complex  Dedication  Highlights  Homecoming  '86 


The  dedication  of  the  NSU  Recrea 
tion  Complex  in  memory  of  Roben  W. 
Wilson  Sr.,  and  the  75th  anniversary 
of  the  Home  Economics  Department 
are  highlights  of  Northwestem's  '86 
Homecoming  celebration  Nov.  6-9. 

Wilson,  whodied  March  5  at  age  53, 
was  the  founding  advisor  to  the  StU' 
dent  Activities  Board  (formerly  the 
Student  Union  Governing  Board), 
which  was  the  student  organization 
that  created  the  76'acre  facility  for 
golf,  swimming  and  tennis. 

The  $14  million  Recreation  Com- 
plex, which  officially  opened  in  May  of 
I98I ,  was  originally  conceived  by  the 
SAB's  Research  and  Development 
Committee.  Construction  was  funded 
through  a  self-assessed  student  fee  and 
matching  funds  from  the  Louisiana  De- 
parrment  of  Culture,  Recreation  and 
Tourism. 

Ribbon  cutting  and  dedication  cere- 
monies  namir>g  the  ^cility  the  Robert 
W.  Wilson  Sr. ,  Recreation  Complex 
will  be  conducted  Friday,  Nov.  7.  Tlie 
ribbon  cutting  program  is  scheduled  for 
II  a.m.  at  the  complex,  and  the  de- 
dication ceremony  will  be  at  6  p.  m.  in 
the  East  Concourse  of  Prather  Col- 


iseum. 


Participating  in  the  ribbon  cutting 
program  and  delivering  the  keynote 
address  for  the  dedication  ceremony 
will  be  Val  Marmillion  of  Los  Angeles, 
partner  in  the  mtemational  public  re- 
lations firm  of  Hunt-Marmillion 
Associates.  Marmillion,  who  received 
a  bachelor's  degree  in  political  science 
from  NSU  in  1972,  was  the  Student 
Activities  Board's  first  president,  serv- 
mg  in  1970-71. 

Also  expected  to  return  for  the  event 
is  Shirley  Dixon  Breaux  of  Baton 
Rouge.  She  was  chairman  of  the  Re- 
search and  Development  Committee 
which  conceived  the  complex  project. 
Special  invitations  to  attend  the  de- 
dication are  beir^  extended  to  former 
NSU  students  who  served  on  the 
SAB's  executive  committee  during  its 
founding  year  in  1970-71. 

The  Department  of  Home  Econo- 
mics' 75th  armiversary  observance  will 
be  celebrated  on  Saturday,  Nov.  8,  at  a 
luncheon  scheduled  for  noon  in  the 
Student  Union  Ballroom.  Tickets  are 
$12  per  person.  A  tour  of  the  depart- 
ment will  follow  the  luncheon. 

Northwestern  has  offered  a  home 
economics  program  since  1911,  and 
since  its  inception  more  than  1.494 
undergraduate  and  graduate  degrees 
have  been  granted  to  students. 

Currently,  home  economics  stu- 
dents  at  NSU  have  their  choice  of 
several  concentratioru  to  prepare  them 
for  professional  careers  —  general 
home  economics,  corwumer  services, 
fashion,  housing  and  interiors,  early 
childhood  education,  hospitality  and 
institutional  services,  vocational 
home  economics  education  and  home 
economics  education.

Dr.  Robert  A.  Alost,  NSU's  New  President, 
Reorganizes  University's  Personnel  Structure 


Dr.  Robert  A.  Alost.  the  former 
Northwestern  dean,  department  head 
and  faculty  member  who  officially  be- 
came NSU's  16th  president  in  July,  has 
reorganized  the  personnel  structure  of 
the  university  to  streamline  the  admi- 
nistrative level,  reduce  overstating 
and  bring  personnel  costs  into  line  with 
revenues. 

A  teacher  and  administrator  at 
Northwestern  for  20  years  before  be- 
coming director  of  the  Louisiana 
School  for  Math,  Science  and  the  Arts 
in  Natchitoches  in  1982,  Alost  was 
appointed  in  mid-June  as  president- 
elect of  the  university  and  became  pres- 
ident July  1  upon  the  resignation  of  Dr. 
joKphOne.

Alost,  who  was  chosen  from  a  field  of 
eight  candidates  for  the  NSU  presiden- 
cy, received  national  acclaim  in  his 
position  as  director  of  the  Louisiana 
School,  the  nation's  first  residential 
secondary  institution  for  academically 
gifted  and  artistically  talented  stu- 
dents. 

Before  coordinating  the  establish- 
ment of  the  Louisiana  School  on  the 
Northwestern  campus.  Alost,  51,  had 
served  for  seven  years  as  dean  of  the 
College  of  Education  at  NSU.  Before 
that,  he  was  chairman  from  1968  until 
1975  of  the  Department  of  Health, 
Physical  Education  and  Recreation  at 
Northwestern. 

Prior  to  joinirig  the  Northwestern 
faculty  in  1963.  Alost  taught  and 
coached  at  junior  high  and  high 
schools  in  Alexandria  and  Baton 
Rouge.  He  served  in  the  United  States 
Army  in  1958-59,  advancing  to  artil- 
lery captain  prior  to  discharge. 

The  new  Northwestern  president  is 
a  1957  graduate  of  Northwestern.  He 
earned  his  master's  degree  from  NSU  m 
1958  and  the  doctorate  from  Louisiana 
State  Universiry  in  1963. 

In  his  first  weeks  as  president,  Alost 
trimmed  persoruiel  costs  at  Northwest- 
em  by  nearly  $2  million.  The  person- 
nel reductioru  were  rwccssary  because 
of  budgetary  difficulties  in  the  1985-86 
fiscal  year,  anticipated  mid-year 
budget  cuts  during  the  current  fiscal 
year  and  the  declaration  of  financial 
exigency  at  NSU  by  the  Board  of  Tnis- 


tees  tor  Louisiaru  Colleges  and  Uni- 
versities. 

More  than  50  of  the  university's  600 
personnel  pt«itioni  were  affected  in 
the  reorganization  plan  that  included 
realignment,  consolidation  and  eli- 
mination of  positions.  The  number  of 
vice-presidents  was  reduced  from  three 
to  two,  the  number  of  deans  fn»m  eight 
to  three  and  department  heads  from  2 1 
to  19. 

Northwestem's  new  vice-presidents 
are  Dr.  Dale  Thom.  vice-president  of 
academic  affairs,  and  Dr.  James  Haley, 
vice-president  of  university  affairs. 

Thom,  who  holds  bachelor  and 
master's  degrees  from  Louisiana  State 
University  and  a  dcxtorate  from  Flor- 
ida Slate  University,  served  on  the 
Board  of  Regents  staff  for  1 1  years  be- 
fore joining  NSU.  He  had  been  associ- 
ate commissioner  of  higher  education 
since  1980. 

Haley,  superintendent  of  Beaure- 
gard Parish  schools  for  six  years  before 
moving  to  Northwestern,  earned 
bachelor,  master's  and  doctorate  de- 
grees from  Nonhwcstcm  and  served  as 
an  adjunct  professor  for  the  university's 
Fort  Polk  campus.  He  was  a  teacher  and 
coach  for  1 7  years  in  DeRiddcr,  Winn- 
ficld  and  Baton  Rouge  before  moving 
to  the  Beauregard  Parish  School  Board 
office. 

Jerry  Pierce,  assistant  to  the  presi- 
dent for  extemal  affairs  at  Northwest- 
em  since  1982,  was  promotcdtoexeco-

Academic  department 
Chairman  Announced 

Northwestern  State  University 
president  Dr.  Robert  Alost  has 
announced  the  appointment  of  19 
academic  department  chairmen  for 
1986-87. 

The  number  of  department  heads  for 
the  current  academic  year  at  North- 
western has  been  reduced  by  two  to 
help  streamline  the  university's  admi- 
nistrative structure. 

To  accomplish  the  staff  reduction, 
Alost  combined  the  Department  of 
Music  and  the  Department  of  Theatre, 
Dance  and  Speech  Communicatioits 
to  form  the  new  Department  of  Music 
and  Theatre  Arts.  In  the  Nursing 
Education  Center,  he  created  the  De- 
partment of  Undergraduate  Studies  by 
merging  the  associate  degree  and  bac- 
calaureate degree  departments. 

Of  the  19  academic  department 
chairmen  appointed  by  Alost,  six  are 
new  in  the  administrative  positioiu. 
Thirteen  were  reappointed  as  depart- 
ment heads.  All  six  new  department 
chairmen  have  previous  teaching  ex- 
perience at  Northwestern.

Scholarships  Help  To  Increase 
On-Campus  Housing  in  Dormitories 


Two  hundred  eighty-seven  incom- 
ing freshmen  at  Northwestern  State 
University  have  been  awarded  $850 
Superintendent's  Freshman  Residen- 
tial Scholarships,  which  enable  them 
to  live  indomiiionesonthcNSU  main 
campusduhngthetr  first  year  of  college 
studies. 

Only  recent  high  school  graduates 
whohadacompositescoreof  at  least  16 
on  the  American  College  Test  were 
eligible  for  the  residential  scho- 
larships. 

Gail  Jones,  recruiter  and  counselor 
for  the  Admissions  Office  at  NSU ,  said 
the  287  students  had  an  average  ACT 
score  of  20. 16,  which  is  considerably 
higher  than  the  state  average  of  16  arul 
also  higher  than  the  lutional  average 
of  19.  One  hundred  ninety-four,  or 
67.6  percent,  of  (he  scholarship  reci- 
pients scored  higher  than  the  national 
average  on  the  ACT. 

Northwestern  president  Dr.  Robert 
Alost  initiated  the  pilot  program  the 
first  week  in  July  m  an  effort  to  attract 
quality  students  to  live  in  university 
residence  halls  during  the  fell  and 
spring  semesters  of  their  freshman  year 
at  NSU. 

The  success  of  the  Superintendent's 
Freshman  Residential  Scholarship 
program  is  one  of  the  reasoru  on- 
campus  hfxising  has  increased  this  year 
on  the  main  campus  in  Natchitoches. 
For  the  1986  fell  term,  NSU  has  1,243 
donnitofy  residents  compared  to  1 , 1 65 


for  the  1985  fall  semester.  That  num- 
ber could  increase,  because  late  reg- 
istration is  continuing. 

"We  feel  very  good  about  the  287 
scholarships  that  were  awarded,  espe- 
cially when  It  is  coruidercd  that  we  had 
less  than  eight  weeks  to  promote  the 
program  statewide  to  parents  and  stu- 
dents and  then  go  through  the  process 
of  making  the  awards. "  said  Mrs.  Jones. 
The  resporue  that  we  have  received 
regardit\g  the  program  has  been  excel- 
lent. Many  parents  from  across  the 
state  have  inquired  about  the  residen- 
tial scholarships." 

Soon  after  Alost  announced  the 
establishment  of  the  program,  special 
teams  of  Northwestern  feculty-staff 
members  and  students,  alumni  arul 
townspeople  visited  parishes  statewide 
to  meet  with  parish  school  supennten- 
dents,  alumni  representatives,  high 
school  graduates  arwl  their  parents  to 
explain  the  new  residential  scholarship 
program. 

The  goal  of  the  program  was  to  re- 
cruit new  students  to  live  in  university 
dormitories  for  the  fell  semester.  The 
imponani  thif\g  is  that  these  scho- 
larships were  awarded  to  high  school 
graduates  who  had  not  planned  to  en- 
roll at  NSU.  This  program  helped  to 
chaiige  their  mirKis,"  Mr3.  Jones  said.

The  Demons  In  1986  And  Key  Players  To  Keep  Your  Eye  On

Becctuse  of 
chc  eairy  press  run  for  the  Mumni 
Columns,  a  review  of  the  foothaU 
team's  first  few  games  is  not  Me  to  he 
preserved. 

Northwestern  State  head  coach 
Sam  Goodwin  feels  that  the  North- 
western State  club  that  takes  the  field 
this  year  will  be  a  better  one  that  left  it 
in  1965.  Just  how  much  better  depends 
on  a  few  factors,  not  the  least  of  which 
is  the  performance  of  several  key  indi- 
viduals. 

Defensively,  NSU  has  abandoned 
the  4-4-3  defer\se  it  had  used  during  the 
first  three  years  of  the  Goodwin  reg- 
ime. But  employment  ofthe  new  4-3-4 
has  meant  some  personnel  charges, 
the  results  of  which  will  be  seen  as  the 
season  develops.  The  defensive  line 
welcomes  back  three  of  four  starters 
from  a  year  ago  with  the  fourth  member 
of  that  1985  group,  tackle  Russ  Robin- 
son, ready  to  go  as  a  second  teamer. 
Leon  Carr  is  back  at  one  tackle  slot, 
while  anchoring  the  defensive  end 
positions  are  two  year  starter  John 
Kulakowski  and  sophomore  Charles 
McDuffie.  Cal  Banks  steps  in  for 
Robinson,  who  missed  all  of  Spring 
practice  because  he  was  attending  the 
NSU  Nursing  School  in  Shreveport. 
Kulakowski  is  the  heart  and  soul  ofthe 
Demon  defense,  recording  85  tackles 
with  three  quarterback  sacks  and  a 
fumble  recovery  last  year.  McDuffie 
showed  enough  promise  in  the  Spring 
and  in  limited  action  last  year  to  war- 
rant  a  startmg  position  in  only  his 
second  year.  Cart  had  a  prtxJuctive  67 
tackles  season  and  Banks  saw  action  in 
all  11  contests. 

Mark  Newstrom  will  provide  back- 
up strength  at  one  defensive  end,  and 
look  for  Robinson,  Henry  Sibley  and 
Mitch  Rowe  all  to  sec  substantial  play- 
ing time  along  the  defensive  line  this 
year. 

The  NSU  Unehacking  corps  are 
probably  the  team's  strongest  area. 
James  Hall  has  been  shifted  from  one 
defensive  end  spot  to  middle  lineback- 
er, where  it  is  hoped  that  his  speed  and 
big  play  ability  will  be  fully  utilized. 
J .  T.  Fenceroy .  who  came  on  strong  last 
year  and  led  the  state  of  Louisiana  in 
total  tackles  (170),  will  team  with 
another  outside  'hacker,  three  year  let- 
terwinner  Anthony  Jackson,  to  give 
the  Demons  one  of,  if  not  the  most, 
formidable  threesomes  in  the  Gulf 
Star.  Back-ups  Sydney  Thissel  and 
Freddie  Wallace  could  probably  start 
for  alot  of  teams,  but  will  have  to  be 
content  with  back  up  roles  in  1986, 
though  both  will  see  action  aplenty. 
While  linebacking  is  NSU's 
strength,  the  biggest  question  mark  is 
the  team's  defensive  hackfield.  Not 
coincidentally.  it  is  also  the  area  of  the 
season's  biggest  experiment,  as  Odessa 
Turner,  a  two-time  first  team  Gulf  Star 
Conference  selection  as  a  wide  receiv- 
er, will  now  be  tackling  receivers  in- 
stead of  tryirig  to  avoid  them.  No.  17 
will  be  lining  up  as  a  free  safety. 

Kevin  Lewis,   whom  Goodwin 
chinks  can  be  better  than  former  NSU 


All-America  Michael  "Red"  Richar- 
son,  is  entrenched  at  one  comerback, 
flanked  by  redshirt  Freshman  Randy 
Hilliard.  DeShon  Jenkiru,  who  was  a 
guard  for  the  NSU  basketball  team 
three  years  ago,  is  now  the  startir\g 
roverhack  in  the  Northwestern  secon- 
dary. 

Goodwin  thinks  that  this  group  can 
be  a  "good"  one,  but  nothir\g  like  the 
dominating  defense  which  led  the  na- 
tion's I-AA  school's  in  scoring  deferue 
two  seasoTU  ago.  The  talent  is  there, 
but  the  question  is:  How  long  will  it 
take  this  foursome  to  come  together 
and  perform  as  a  unit? 

On  the  other  side  ofthe  line,  there  is 
another  very  large  question:  Who  will 
quarterback  NSU  in  1986?  Randy 
Slack,  untested  a  year  ago  but  impress- 
ive in  Spring  workouts,  is  number  one 
on  the  depth  chart.  Rob  Fabrizie,  in- 
consistent in  his  two  years  as  a  back'Up 
quarterback,  had  a  miserable  Spring 
after  his  shoulder  was  operated  on  fol- 
lowing the  1985  season.  One  of  these 
two  must  emerge  and  have  a  great  — 
not  just  a  good  —  season.  Top  perform- 
ances out  of  the  quarterback  position  a 
year  ago  were  few  and  far  between  and 
the  need  for  a  successful  signal  caller 
this  time  around  is  crucial. 

The  NSU  offensive  line,  a  week  link 
a  year  ago,  is  bolstered  by  the  return  of 
all  five  starters,  plus  back-ups  Robbie 
Martin  at  tackle  and  Patrick  Turner  at 
center.  Turner  was  a  starter  for  the  first 
seven  games  last  year  until  becoming 
injured.  The  returnees  include  tackles 
Brett  Blaisdell  and  David  Colson, 
guards  Armour  Bryant  and  Keith  Chil- 
dress, and  center  Jeff  Steers. 

Tight  end  was  strengthened  with  the 
transfer  of  Orlan  Lockhardt  into  the 
NSU  program  after  Southeastern 
Louisiana  eliminated  the  sport.  Carl 
Preston,  a  starter  in  his  first  year  at 
NSU,  is  listed  as  a  second  stringer  now 
but  will  see  plenty  of  playing  time. 

It  doesn't  figure  that  Goodwin 
would  have  moved  Odessa  Turner  to 
the  defetuive  secondary  if  the  Demon 
wide  receiving  troops  weren't  strong 
enough  to  survive  without  him.  Royd 
Turner  and  Gerard  Henry  will  start, 
both  having  lettered  last  year  while 
catching  21  passes  between  them- 
selves. Chris  Morns  and  Jim  Bob 
Taylor  are  the  backups.  GtKxlwin  is 
very  high  on  Taylor,  who  has  finally 
put  his  academic  problems  behind  him 
and  will  suit  up  for  the  first  time  this 
September. 

Once  again,  the  NSU  running 
attack  will  center  around  John 
Stephens,  perhaps  the  finest  runner  in 
Louisiana  and  one  ofthe  better  backs  in 
the  entire  South.  With  446  speed  in 
the  40  yard  dash  and  the  ability  to 
bench prcss4lOpounds,  the  1, 000 yard 
back  can  run  through  you  or  around 
you,  depending  on  his  choice. 
Stcpheiu  caught  20  passes  coming  out 
of  the  backfield  last  year  and  is  a  very 
legitimate  All-Amenca  candidate  in 
1986. 

Last  year.  Stephens  became  tired 
after  luggir\g  the  ball  close  to  twenty 
times  per  game.  If  that  happens  this 


year,  he'll  be  spelled  by  speedy  Al  Ed- 
wards, a  member  of  the  NSU  track 
team  who  went  to  the  Junior  Natiotub 
last  Spring  in  the  100  meter  dash. 

Ron  Haggerty  is  one  of  a  bevy  of 
NSU  fullbacks.  Mike  O'Neal  and 
Orlando  Thrash  being  the  other  two. 
All  will  share  playing  time,  though 
Haggerty  gets  the  nod  as  the  starter. 

As  far  as  the  kicking  game  goes. 
NSU  has  last  year's  first  team  punter 
(Mike  Crow)  and  first  team  placekick- 
er  (Keith  Hodnett)  back,  along  with 
Jay  Roy  Mount  to  kick-off.  Not  much 
else  needs  to  be  said  of  that  depart- 
ment, except  that  the  Demorw  led  all 
1-AA  schools  in  net  punting  in  1985. 

Goodwin  knows  that  the  season's 
first  two  games  —  against  Arkaiuas 
State  and  McNeese  State  (both  on  the 
road)  could  very  well  hold  the  keys  to 
his  team's  season.  For  the  second 
straight  year,  Northwestern  State 
hosts  but  four  games  in  Turpin  Sta- 
dium, thus  making  it  increasingly  im- 
portant to  win  on  the  road.

Demons  Bank  On  Successful 
1985-86  For  Profitable  '86-87 


Cautious  optimism  is  probably  the 
best  two  word  term  that  sums  up  the 
feclinc  about  Northwestern  State  bas- 
ketball as  the  Demons  head  into  their 
73rd  season  of  stepping  on  and  ofl  bas- 
ketball courts.  With  ftmr  starters  and  a 
total  of  cifiht  ietterman  returning. 
alonti  with  four  recruits  and  three 
l>iants  that  were  rcdshirtcd  ii  year  ago, 
it's  easy  to  sec  why  optimistic  feeling 
exists.  But  coach  Don  Beasley  has  seen 
his  share  of  talent  over  the  years  and, 
while  confident  that  his  set(»nd  NSU 
team  can  develop  intt)  a  winner,  he's 
nor  iiKiut  to  let  up{)n  the  approach  that 
brought  a  slight  smell  of  sweet  success 
to  NatchittKhes  last  year. 

NSU  returns  three  starters  who 
averaged  in  double  figures  a  year  ago. 
VictorWillis.theeffortless  guard,  sank 
15.6  points  per  game  last  year,  includ- 
ing a  stunning  36  points  ( 1 8  of  2  3  from 
the  fl(H)r)  against  NCAA  playoff  quali- 
fier Alabama.  Joining  him  t>ut  front  is 
steady  point  guard  Freeman  Williams. 
The  Demon  fn>nt  line,  without  a 
doubt  the  club's  strong  suit  this  year, 
has  the  other  two  returning  double 
figure  scorers  in  Gerald  Bush  (13.7 
ppg)  and  George  Jones  (12.8  ppg). 
Bush,  in  his  first  season  at  NSU ,  led  the 
club  in  rebt>unds  ( S.  4  rpg)  and  was  the 
team's  leading  rebt)under  on  ten  <Kca- 
sions.  Jones,  whose  scoring  and  re- 
bounding performances  slipped  from 
his  freshman  year  when  he  was  iheGulf 
Star  Conference's  Freshman  of  the 
Year,  was  still  very  effective  from  in 
close  as  his  62.8  percent  field  goal  per- 
centage suggests. 

Patrick  Wesley,  who  often  expUxled 
on  the  court  last  year,  will  be  ready  for 
more  playing  time  in  1986-87  after 
averaging  16  minutes  per  contest  a  year 
ago.  A  4. 5  ppg  scorer,  Wesley  often 
showed  a  flair  for  the  spectacular,  lead- 


ing the  Demoru  in  slam  ducks. 

Darren  Melancon,  after  sitting  out 
1985-86  as  a  medical  redshirt,  proved 
effective  in  a  few  outings  a  year  ago 
and,  after  spending  the  summer  on  a 
weight  program,  could  become  a  factor 
underneath.  His  6-9  height  makes  him 
an  ideal  choice  to  help  out  at  center  in 
the  not-so-tall  Gulf  Star. 

Northwestern  State  had  to  obtain 
three  extra  large  redshirts  a  year  ago 
because  the  players  they  sat  down  were 
all  of  the  extra  large  variety.  Johnny 
Smith,  a6-10center  who  saw  action  at 
the  University  of  Georgia  two  years 
ago,  will  be  ready  to  roll  when  the 
opening  tip  goes  up  November  29  vs. 
Wiley  Oillege.  He  is  the  team's  pro- 
jected starting  center.  Becoming  eligi- 
ble for  the  LSU  tournament  December 
19  and  20  are  6-7  forward  TerreiKC 
"Bo"  Rayford  and  6-8  DeWaine  Tur- 
ner. Freshman  recruit  Alan  HowcU 
could  supply  some  long  distance  fire- 
power off  the  NSU  bench  and  fellow 
recruit  Terry  Harris  of  Presscott, 
Arkansas  will  add  to  the  stiff  competi- 
tion. 

Assisting  in  the  backcourt  will  be 
two  of  Beasley 's  recruits.  Corrie  Ste- 
wart, a  6-1  flash  who  was  rated  one  o^ 
the  top  guard  prospects  in  the  state  o^ 
Georgia  during  his  senior  year  last  sea- 
son, will  compete  with  6-3  DeWaync 
Watkins  for  playing  time  at  guard. 
Watkins  was  the  leader  of  a  Hiwasse 
(TN)  Junior  College  team  that  won  the 
Tennessee  J  unior  (I^bHege  State  Cham- 
pionship. 

NSU  will  compete  against  teams 
that  competed  in  national  post-season 
playoffs  a  year  ago,  most  notably 
Northeast  Louisiana  (NCAA's),  Sam 
Houston  Slate  (NCAA's)  and  NIT 
participants  McNeese  State  and 
Lamar.

Emmons  To  Guide  Diamond  Demons 


Johnnie  Emmons  has  been 
appointed  as  head  baseball  coach  at 
Northwestern  State  University. 
Emmons,  57,  is  not  a  strarxger  to  NSU 
athletics,  having  served  at  the  school 
in  various  coaching  positions  for  the 
past  17  years. 

"I'm  very  excited  about  this  oppor- 
tunity," Emmons  said.  "I  think  it's  im- 
portant first  of  all  to  compliment  (for- 
mer baseball)  coach  Herbie  Smith. 
Anytime  you  winover  300  games.  Ifcel 
you've  accomplished  something." 
Smith  was  reassigned  to  the  physical 
education  department  as  one  of  the 
many  personnel  reassignments  made 
by  new  NSU  President  Dr.  Robert  A. 
Alost. 

In  1971,  Emmoru  was  eruhrined 
into  the  NtJfthwestem  State  Graduate 
"N"  Club  Hall  of  Fame. 

The  native  of  Mansfield  played 
scmi-pn»  baseball  during  the  summers 
from  1950  through  1952  for  Bemice  ot 
the  old  Big  8  league.  He  took  over  the 
managerial  reigns  in  time  for  the  1953 
season. 

Emmorw  began  his  coaching  career 
at  Northwestern  State  as  a  football 
assistant  in  1969.  Dunng  the  next  five 
years,  the  Demons  never  had  a  losing 
record  while  compiling  an  overall  slate 
of  34-14-1.  Emmons  tutored  the  De- 
mon offeruive  backs- 
It  was  also  in  1 969  that  Emmons  was 
handed  the  men's  tennis  coaching  lob

at  NSU,  though  he  knew  nothing  ab- 
out the  spon.  Before  it  was  dropped  last 
month,  men's  tennis  had  become  the 
most  successful  sport  in  the  history  of 
men's  athletics  at  Northwestern. 

Emmons  has  always  enforced  disci- 
pline, and  is  recognized  as  a  motivator. 
"I  believe  in  hard  work,  and  you  can't 
win  without  discipline.  1  want  to  instill 
confidence  in  my  players  so  that  when 
they  go  out  to  perform  they  don't  have 
to  worry  about  making  errors.  What 
they  have  to  do  will  come  naturally. 

Emmons  will  have  Scott  Mendez,  as 
graduate  assistant  who  played  in  the 
Red  Sox  organization  and  has  spent  the 
past  year  as  a  high  school  coach  in 
Florida. 


Seniors  Lead  86-87  NSU  Lady  Demons 


Age  and  experience  will  definitely 
be  served  up  by  Northwestern  State's 
Lady  Demons  in  1986-87  as  three  re- 
turning senior  starters  head  up  what 
figures  to  be  yet  another  successful  sea- 
son for  head  coach  Pat  Pierson.  Add  to 
those  three  the  return  of  junior  forward 
Linda  Grayson  and  the  run  and  gun 
spirit  offered  by  senior  pointguardKris- 
ty  Harris,  along  with  an  experienced 
bench,  and  it'seasy  to  see  why  NSU  has 
an  excellent  shot  at  recording  its 
eighth  straight  winning  season. 

Annie  Harris,  a  first  team  all- 
Lou  isiarw  selection  last  year,  enters  her 
final  season  as  one  of  the  most  domi- 
nant women  to  ever  slip  inside  an  NSU 
jersey.  Last  year's  top  scorer  and  second 
leading  rebounder,  Harris  proved  to  be 
a  clutch  player,  as  evidenced  by  her  35 
point  effort  in  the  upset  win  over 
Northeast  Louisiana  and  her  ten  foot 
baselines  swish  in  thesemi-finabof  the 
Women's  National  Invitational 
Tournament  against  Duke.  Her  return 
assures  NSU  at  least  16.3  points  per 
game  and  6.5  rebounds. 

Sandy  Pugh,  who  clocked  in  with  a 
14-7  points  per  game  average  a  year  ago 
with  6. 2  rebounds,  will  see  time  at  both 
the  shooting  guard  slot  and  forward 
position  she  ran  at  last  year.  An  excep- 
tional outside  shooter  who  isn't  aliraid 
to  mix  It  up  underneath,  Pugh  and 
Harris  were  h  igh  school  teammates  and 
will  be  playing  basketball  on  the  same 
team  for  what  will  be  the  sixth  straight 
year. 

Clara  Jean  Davis.  NSU's  top  re- 
bounder  in  1985-86,  gives  the  Lady 
Demons  a  blue  collar  effort  in  the  paint 
and  has  showed  the  ability  to  score 
points  when  needed.  Her  7. 1  rebounds 
per  game  figure  surpass  her  6. 5  scoring 
average. 


There  is  good  news  and  bad  news 
sunounding  Kristy  Harris  in  her  new 
role  as  a  starter.  The  bad  news  is  that 
NSU's  depth  off  the  bench  will  be 
shallow.  The  good  news  is  that  Num- 
ber 12  in  there,  opponents  won't  have 
time  to  catch  their  breath.  Harris  dis- 
played poise  and  an  ability  to  play 
under  control  last  year  and  will  be  in 
full  control  of  team  tempo  this  year. 
Grayson,  a  medical  redshirt  last 
year,  is  welcomed  back  with  open 
arms.  If  she  is  able  to  return  to  her 
1984-85  averages  of  17.5  ppg  and  9.2 
rpg,  then  NSU  has  a  potentially  devas- 
tating  front  line. 

Three  returning  letterwinners  and 
two  freshman  make  up  the  rest  of  the 
Lady  Demon  squad.  Michelle  Efferson 
will  give  Kirsty  Harris  some  rest  and 
Monica  Lee  has  shown  ability  for  a 
quick  fix  in  the  scoring  department  off 
the  bench.  Lori  Martin  saw  enough 
action  off  the  bench  last  year  to  contri- 
bute solidly  as  a  back-up  forward  in 
1986-87. 

Northwestern  State's  two  freshman 
who  should  see  some  playing  time  in- 
clude 6-1  Missy  Cathey  and  5-10  Tee 
Holden. 

A  third  straight  Gulf  Star  Confer- 
ence champioTiship  is  just  one  of  the 
goals  set  this  season  for  NSU,  which 
has  been  the  dominant  team  in  the 
league  during  its  first  two  years  of  exist- 
ence. A  return  to  post-season  play-offs 
on  the  natioT\al  level  is  another  stan- 
dard. 

The  Lady  Demons  will  appear  in 
three  different  tournaments  this  sea- 
son, opening  with  the  LSU  Invitation- 
al on  November  28-29.  The  third 
aimual  Lady  Demon  Christmas  Classic 
and  University  of  Nevada-Reno 
tournaments  are  also  on  the  1986-87 
slate. 


Men^s  Tennis  Program 
Defaults  To  Budget  Cuts 


There  isn't  a  men's  tennis  program  at 
Northwestern  State  anymore.  Budget 
cuts  at  NSU  have  served  to  default  one 
of  the  most  successful  programs  in 
school  history.  For  coach  Johnnie 
Emmorw,  there  will  be  many  memories 
to  be  savored. 

"When  I  was  hired  at  NSU  in  Janu- 
ary of  1969,  the  understanding  with 
(then  Demon  football  caoch)  Glenn 
Gossett  was  that  I'd  be  involved  with 
football  and  football  only  (as  an  offen- 
sive coordinator).  Well,  at  a  cot\fer- 
ence  meeting  in  the  Spring  of  1970 
coach  Grossett  told  me  that  since  1  was 
the  newest  member  of  the  staff,  that 
also  made  me  the  new  tennis  coach." 

"Neverhaving  been  involved  in  ten- 
nis, it  was  quite  a  challenge.  My  first 
team  in  1970  corwisted  of  one  scho- 
larship, and  that  was  used  by  two  play- 
ers — Jim  Genovese  and  Robert  Solina 
—  and  the  rest  of  the  roster  was  made 
upofvplunteers  —  FelixThomas,  who 
was  a  student,  basketball  players  Butch 
Hildebrand  and  Jerry  Masters  and 
Richard  Ware,  who  was  a  star  football 
player." 


The  1972  team  featured  Carlos 
Blanco.  The  Bolivian  native  would  he 
the  first  in  a  long  line  of  foreign  tennis 
players  to  attend  NSU,  bringing  the 
Demons  one  of  the  strongest  programs 
in  all  of  Louisiana. 

Many  recruits  and  three  years  later. 
NSU  became  a  force  to  be  reckoned 
with,  winning  the  school's  first  confer- 
ence championship  (Gulf  South)  and 
fashioning  a  23-4  record.  With  Fresh- 
man NAIA  all-American  Gregg  Man- 
ning leading  the  way,  NSU  lost  just 
four  matches  over  the  next  three  years 
after  going  24-1  in  1976.  22-1  in  1977 
and  16-2  in  1978. 

Ricardo  Acuna  was  NSU's  first 
NCAA  All-American  and  never  lost 
to  a  Louisiana  opponent  during  his 
career.  He  is  a  professional  tennis  play- 
er now  and  Is  currently  ranked  47th  In 
the  world. 

A  new  wave  of  players  made  their 
appearance  in  the  early  80's,  bringing 
with  them  the  same  amount  of  success 
that  had  become  a  tradition  seemingly 
overnight.  Thatwinningedgesupplied 
for  years  by  players  like  Danny  Lovo,
